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THOMAS  RAWLINS, 

PLAYWRIGHT  AND  COIN  ENGRAVER 

Extracted  from  the  writings  of  the  Rev .  Arnold  Mallinson ,  soon  to  be  published  as  a  book 

rcQuinqnagesimo  Anno ” 

Thomas  Rawlins  and  his  contemporary  Simon  are  generally  agreed  to  be  the 
greatest  engravers  of  coin  dies  in  England.  It  is  not  however  widely  known  that 
Rawlins,  besides  producing  such  things  as  the  famous  Oxford  Crown  and  the  beautiful 
royalist  medallions  of  Charles  I  and  Henrietta  Maria,  and  many  other  master-works, 
was  at  the  same  time  one  of  the  last  ‘Elizabethan’  playwrights. 

Thomas  Rawlins  was  the  author  of  at  least  three  plays,  of  which  the  first,  definitely 
attributed  to  him  on  the  title  page,  was  printed  in  1640  for  Daniel  Frere  by  I.  Okes, 
to  be  sold  at  the  Red  Bull  in  Little  Britain.  This  play.  The  Rebellion ,  printed  when  he 
was  about  twenty  years  of  age,  was  probably  written  a  year  or  two  before  its  printing 
at  the  least,  as  it  is  generally  assumed  that  plays  at  this  time  were  not  printed  until,  if 
a  success,  they  had  run  their  course  at  the  theatre.  In  the  commendatory  verses 
prefixed  to  the  play  it  is  clear  that  it  had  been  a  most  successful  production.  The 
device  by  which  the  noble  hero  appears  in  the  guise  of  a  tailor  had  attracted  popular 
attention,  and  the  complimentors  had  further  been  delighted  by  the  author’s  youth 
and  promise.  Robert  Chamberlain  in  his  lines  draws  attention  to  Thomas’  youth: 

\  .  .  for  there  appeares 

Such  disproportion  ‘twixt  thy  Lines  and  Yeares.’

While  further  I.  Knight  says 

‘I  wonder  how  you  could,  being  so  yong 
And  teeming  yet,  encounter  with  so  strong 
And  firme  a  Story.’ 

Thomas  himself  dedicates  his  play  to  his  kinsman,  Robert  Ducie,  a  Staffordshire 
squire,  the  dedication  being  ‘some  small  acknowledgement  of  benefite  received’  from 
his  relation,  which  may  have  been  the  means  of  his  apprenticeship  to  the  somewhat 
unusual  trade  of  medallist,  though  he  probably  started  as  a  goldsmith’s  apprentice 
and  proceeded  to  the  greater  art  on  the  appearance  of  a  propensity  for  it.  Thomas 
tells  us  that  his  play  had  been  a  success,  and  had  been  successfully  performed,  though 
he  did  not  intend  to  take  up  the  calling  of  playwright.  To  the  reader  he  pleads  the 
excuse  of  his  youth  for  embarking  on  what  in  his  day  was  evidently  regarded  as  a  very 
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much  less  satisfactory  profession  than  that  of  goldsmith  medallist.  He  does  not 
intend,  he  tells  us,  to  write  any  more  plays  after  this,  despite  its  success,  for  he  says 
‘I  have  no  desire  to  bee  knowne  by  a  thread-bare  Cloake,  having  a  Calling  that  will 
maintaine  it  woolly.’  Alas  poor  Thomas  could  hardly  foresee  the  political  events 
which  were  to  strip  much  of  the  lining  from  his  cloak,  but  the  words  suggest  that  he 
was  also  shewing  promise  in  the  arts  in  which  he  wras  later  to  display  such  genius. 

Rawlins  the  Tragedian 

Turning  now  to  The  Rebellion ,  an  ill-fated  title  one  may  note  in  passing,  the 
thought  immediately  comes  to  mind  on  looking  at  the  play,  which  has  hardly  been 
read  in  our  day,  that  it  was  a  pity  Thomas  did  not  write  more  in  this  genre.  Had  he 
done  so  it  is  possible  that  he  might  have  rivalled  Ford  and  Shirley  in  their  positions 
as  the  last  of  the  great  Jacobean  cycle  of  dramatists;  unfortunately,  as  it  is  one  tragedy, 
though  successful,  is  not  sufficient  perhaps  even  for  the  status  of  being  the  lion’s  tail. 
However  we  can  concede  many  of  the  qualities,  and  not  a  few  of  the  master-vices  of 
the  great  school.  The  play  follows  directly  the  tradition  of  Beaumont  and  Fletcher, 
and  the  name  of  Evadne  the  heroine,  though  not  her  character,  reminds  us  of  The 
Maid's  Tragedy.  The  main  theme  recalls  the  title  of  Rowley’s  A  Shoomaker  a  Gentle- 
man3  which  was  written  at  about  the  same  time.  One  is  not  surprised  to  find  in  it  much 
of  that  which  in  Beaumont  and  Fletcher  made  Coleridge  complain  about  their  de  jure 
divino  royalism.  There  is,  too,  some  of  that  subconscious  horror,  that  hidden  fear  of 
the  madness  and  blood-lust  only  too  inherent  occasionally  in  human  nature,  which 
is  a  hall-mark  of  Elizabethan  tragedy,  to  which  it  gives  so  much  height  and  emotional 
power  of  greatness,  though  it  can  so  easily  swing  down  into  bombast,  a  fate  which  it 
must  be  admitted  is  not  entirely  escaped  by  The  Rebellion ,  owing  no  doubt  to  the 
author’s  youth.  Further  we  may  praise  by  saying  that  the  play  shows  dramatic 
interest  sustained  and  coloured  by  every  resource  of  stagecraft  known  to  the  period, 
worthy  indeed  of  a  disciple  of  the  great  master,  Shakespeare  himself. 

I  propose  now  to  give  a  brief  resume  of  the  play  with  some  quotations  and  allusions 
such  as  one  might  not  be  surprised  to  find  coming  from  the  pen  of  a  youthful  coin 
and  medal  engraver. 

The  first  act  opens  in  Seville  where  Count  Machvile  (Machiavel?)  is  jealous 
because  the  military  interest  in  the  city  is  beginning  to  favour  young  Count  Antonio 
in  place  of  himself.  He  is  prepared  to  see  the  city  ruined  rather  than  lose  his  own 
power.  We  get  a  moneyer’s  observation  from  him : 

‘Thinke,  thinke;  in  they  braines  minte 
Coyne  all  thy  thoughts  to  mischiefe.’ 

In  the  next  scene,  undivided  in  the  quarto,  young  Sebastiano,  son  to  Petruchio 
lord  of  Filford,  makes  love  to  Evadne  Antonio’s  sister.  He  is  disguised  as  a  tailor,  and 
such  she  thinks  him.  In  the  course  of  the  love  making  he  says 
‘Can  any  love  the  beauty  of  a  stone. 

Set  by  some  curious  Artist  in  a  Ring, 

But  he  must  attribute  some  to 
The  File  that  addes  unto  the  lustre  ? 

You  appeare  like  to  a  Jemme,  cut  by  the 
Steddy  hand  of  carefull  Nature,  into  such 
Beautious  Tablets,  that  dull  Art, 

Famous  in  skilfull  flattery,  is  become 
A  Novice  in  what  Fame  proclaim’d  him  Doctor.’ 

The  first  act  closes  with  an  alarum.  The  French  are  fallen  upon  the  city,  and  there 
is  a  comic  scene  with  the  tailors  in  which  Virmin  their  henchman  regrets  the  possible 
loss  of  the  ‘good  penny  bread’  in  the  ensuing  war. 
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In  the  first  scene  in  the  second  act  the  Sevillians  are  in  council  discussing  what 
steps  to  take  and  Machvile  plots  to  discredit  Antonio.  The  author,  thinking  no  doubt 
of  difficulty  in  die  engraving,  makes  Antonio  say 
‘ Machvile  thou  lyest;  hadst  thou  a  heart 
Of  harden’d  steele,  my  powerfull  Arme 
Should  pierce  it.’ 

He  is  thinking  here  of  the  technique  of  softening  the  die  metal  before  it  is  engraved 
upon. 

A  fight  then  takes  place  during  which  Antonio  has  the  misfortune  to  kill  the 
Governor  whose  place  Machvile,  though  wounded,  seems  likely  to  take.  The  scene 
then  shifts  without  note  in  the  text  to  where  Sebastiano-Giovanno  the  young  noble 
in  his  tailor’s  disguise  is  making  love  to  Evadne  by  means  of  the  opportunity  offered 
to  tailors.  Antonio  fleeing  from  Machvile  rushes  on  and  sees  his  sister  in  the  arms  of 
what  he  imagines  to  be  a  tailor,  and  is  suitably  horrified.  Machvile  follows  and  causes 
Antonio  to  be  arrested  and  Evadne  to  be  carried  off  to  prison.  Meanwhile  Sebastiano- 
Giovanno  flees  determined,  for  Evadne’s  sake,  to  work  for  Antonio’s  succour,  which 
he  brings  about  by  causing  him  to  be  rescued  by  a  company  of  tailors.  He  then  goes 
off  to  fight,  or  as  the  metal  worker  turned  playwright  puts  it : 

‘lie  goe  try 

The  temper  of  a  sword  upon  some  Shield.’ 

The  scene  now  shifts  to  the  French  camp,  and  the  French  Moorish  general’s  wife  is 
captured.

Mr  T.  H.  Paget,  outstanding  coin  designer.  Mr  Harold  Glover,  Deputy  Master  and 
Comptroller,  Royal  Mint,  writes:  Thomas  Humphrey  Paget,  who  died  earlier  this  week,  un¬ 
doubtedly  ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  coin  and  medal  designers  of  the  twentieth  century.  He 
modelled  designs  for  British  and  overseas  coins,  medals  and  seals,  and  the  modestly  displayed 
initials  “H.P.”  became  increasingly  familiar  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  success  he  achieved 
was  well  illustrated  in  1936-37  when  in  the  space  of  18  months,  he  produced  the  approved  un¬ 
crowned  effigies  for  coins  of  Edward  VIII  and  George  VI.  At  the  same  time  a  charming  design 
of  his,  based  on  the  Golden  Hind,  was  adopted  for  the  reverse  of  the  halfpenny.  If  one  design 
may  be  said  to  typify  his  work,  it  is  the  portrait  of  George  VI.  Simple,  unaffected,  well-balanced, 
it  is  from  a  technical  point  of  view  as  near  perfect  as  there  is  any  right  to  expect. 

He  will  probably  be  best  remembered  for  his  major  contribution  to  the  British  coinage,  but 
his  overseas  coinage  designs  ought  not  to  be  overlooked.  Of  these  the  portrait  of  Feisal  II,  for 
which  the  young  king  gave  sittings  in  his  room  at  Harrow,  is  particularly  successful;  while  the 
reverse  design  for  the  Southern  Rhodesia  crown  of  1953,  incorporating  so  many  diverse  ele¬ 
ments  in  the  space  of  one  and  a  half  inches,  is  a  numismatic  triumph.  Paget  was  always  a 
totally  reliable  artist,  and  he  understood  better  than  most  the  technical  constraints  that  coinage 
work  necessarily  imposes:  the  softening  effect  of  the  reducing  machine,  the  need  to  avoid  over¬ 
elaboration,  and  above  all  the  limited  relief.  In  his  considerable  output  there  were  a  few  pre¬ 
dictable  traits;  but  this  shy  and  kindly  man,  who  for  over  40  years  was  an  outstanding  member 
of  the  Royal  Mint’s  panel  of  artists,  never  took  success  for  granted,  and  is  remembered  with 
affection  and  admiration  by  all  those  who  were  privileged  to  work  with  him. — The  Times , 
3rd  May>  1974. 
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Brothers’  coin  find  is  treasure  trove.  Gold  and  silver  coins  found  by  two  brothers  at 
Nomansland  Common  were  declared  treasure  trove  at  a  St  Albans  inquest  on  Monday.  Mr 
Chapman,  using  a  metal  detector,  said  he  had  taken  it  up  as  a  hobby  a  couple  of  months  ago  for 
his  retirement.  He  spent  his  leisure  time  reading  about  local  history  and  finding  out  where  the 
money  might  have  been  dropped  in  the  past.  Dr  John  Kent,  assistant  curator  of  the  British 
Museum  department  of  coins  and  medals,  said  he  thought  the  coins  had  been  hidden  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Civil  Wars.  He  said  the  coins,  face  value  £9-11-6,  dated  from  1551  tol641.lt 
was  the  normal  arrangement  for  the  finder  of  the  treasure  trove  to  receive  some  part  of  the  value 
of  the  find.  After  the  inquest  Dr  Kent  said  the  coins  would  probably  go  eventually  to  Verula- 
mium  Museum. — Welwyn  Times  &  Hatfield  Herald ,  26th  April ,  1974.
